Construction work on the new ad- 
dition at Antioch Township high 
school remains at a standstill, due 
to steel for the building not having 
been delivered.

A Wall Street Journal news story quotes an officer 
• of a Midwest department store chain* as saying, 
"Ceilings don't mean a thing." He went on to ex- 
plain that observation in these words: "Most of 
the goods we sell are below ceiling. When you're 
trying to unload high Inventories, you worry about 
prices that will bring in customers, not about ceil- 
ings you know you can't reach." 

Many other retailers around the country, dealing 
in goods as varied as haberdashery and automobiles, 
■expressed similar views. As Wall Street Journal 
.summed it up, "By and large merchants report that 
the real control on prices consists of the lofty stacks 
of goods in warehouses and on store shelves." 

This situation illustrates an all-important fact — and 
that is simply >that maximum production and ag- 
gressive competition do more to put the brakes on 
inflation than any political controls which have oc- 
curred to the mind of man. 

As a matter of fact, under certain circumstances 
controls can actually be inflationary. They can un- 
dermine competition — if everyone has to sell at the 



same price, why should any merchant work his head 
off trying to do a better job than the competitor 
down the street? They create artiflcal scarcities and 
black markets, They burden, all merchants with 
costly, time-consuming red tape. They make it hard- 
er for the small man to progress and grow; Anything 
which throws monkey wrenches Into the workings of 
the supply-and-demand system of producing and sell- 
ing goods must, in the long run, hurt all concerned — 

Including the consumer. 

* * • 

TURN DEAF EARS 

As, usual, spokesmen for the Administration are 
protesting vehemently every time Congressional com- 
mittees make cuts in the proposed budget. Some top 
officials squeal like tuck pigs at the most modest 
reductions in appropriation requests which were wat- 
ered to the saturation point to begin with. 

This is to be expected — nothing hurts a bureaucrat 
so much as to have his share of the take from the 
taxpayers shaved. But Congress will do the greatest 
possible service If It turns deaf cars to the "politics as 
usual" crowd and cuts this budget -and all future 
budgets to the irreducible minimum. , 

It is frequently said, particularly in high Adminis- 
tration circles, that the country should get as nearly 
as possible on a pay-as-you-go basis, and that the 
proper way to do this is to sharply raise our taxes. 
Here is a particularly glaring example of putting the 
caft in front of the horse. The first step must be 
to get rid of every nickel of avoidable expense, 
Then, and only then, will it be the proper time to 
once more revise the tax laws. 

The best authorities think the budget could be 
cut by as much as $10,000,000,000. Regardless of 
the figure, it should be evident to all by this time 
that the effort to pile war spending on top of unlim- 
ited political spending, with no economy anywhere, 
can only result in more inflation, ,a still cheaper 
dollar, and more destruction of the savings of the 
people.

It was con- 
sidered rather wasteful, after kill- 
ing a big bull, to throw the carcass, 
away; so after the ceremonies at 
the temple, the rose-garlands would 
be taken off the beast's neck, and 
the animal would be hauled away 
to some butcher's shop, where It 
would be cut up Into roasts, steaks 
and what not, and sold over the 
counter just like any other meat. 

Now some of the Christians be- 
gan to worry over their meat sup- 
ply. Suppose I buy a steak in the 
market (one would ask) and sup- 
pose that steak came from a bull 
or a cow that has been killed as a 
sacrifice to one of these heathen 
gods? Won't that make me guilty 

of ldolatry7

Your Conscience 
May be Clear, but— 

CO they wrote to the best man 
^ ihey knew, their old evangelist 
and pastor, the man who had con- 
verted them to Christ and organ- 
ized their church, the Apostle Paul. 
They asked him about this and 
c'.her things: and what we call 
"I Corinthians" is his answer. 

You might think this beef- 
steak problem trivial, but Paul 
never handled a trivial problem 
In a trivial way. He approached 
the problem in this way: Meat 
Is only meat, he said; it certain- 
ly wasn't the bull's fault that he 
was part of a heathen cere- 
mony. As for the butcher, be 
paid good money for the animal, 
In a perfectly respectable busi- 
ness transaction. Then where 
was th« sin In eating such 
meat? 

But wait a minute. Suppose you 
are dining out, and you happen to 
know where the meat came from, 
and everybody at the table knows,

Or perhaps, some on* else la less 

enlightened than you; eating such 

meat seems quite p wrong to him, 

but when he sees you eating It, he 

may (just to be polite) follow suit, 

and yet his conscience, not being 

an educated conscience like yours, 

will hurt him all the same. So what 

you do quite freely and rightly, 

causes another man to go against 

his conscience.

Think of Your Brother! 

NOW, then, Paul says: "If what I 
eat makes my brother fall, I 
will never eat meat again, rather 
than make my brother fall." (Amer- 
ican translation.) Thera you have 
the Christian principle. ' 

* The' important question Is not, 
"Is it any harm?" but, "What 
effect is this going to have on 
ether people?" 

We have seen that the 'basic 
Christian principle In all human re- 
lationships is the Importance of 
personality. If an act, even a harm- 
less and blameless act, hurts per- 
sons—makes them sin, makes 
them go against their own con- 
science, then the Christian's rule is 
at once: Don't. 

The rlghtness or wrongncss of a 
thing is not all In the thing itself: 
it comes from Its effects on per- 
sons. Now apply this to some of 
our own problems of social living. 
Is drinking alcoholic liquor a sin? Is 
the use of tobacco sinful? Is dancing 
wrong? (—to name a few.) 

Let us suppose, for the sake of 
the argument, that you are not 
harmed by such things yourself. It 
is a fact, however, that some people 
are harmed by them. Now suppose

Organic Matter Vital 
To Soil Building Plan 

Legumes and Grasses Are 
Recommended for Plan 

Feed the soil so It can feed the 
growing crops, If you want to get 
high yields per acre, advises Dr. J, 
B. Peterson, Purdue University 
agronomist. 

Dr. Peterson says the beat way 
to tell what your soil needs Is to 
study the land, its management his- 
tory, its past cropping program and 
then have the soil tested. The soil 
tests will tell what fertilizer is 
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needed and how much Is required to 
keep the soil well stocked with a 
well-balanced nutrient supply. 

But Dr. Peterson points out that 
tilth and soil structure must be 
good if the plant food is to do its 
crop nourishing Job. Crops can 
starve in the midst of plenty and 
fertilizer can be wasted if the soil's 
structure is poor. 

Poor soil structure shuts off drain- 
age and ventilation. It keeps air 
and water out. Crop roots can't 
penetrate the tightly-compacted soil 
to reach needed nutrients.^ 

Dr. Peterson says the best way 
to correct soil conpaction and re- 
pair damaged structure Is to add 
organic matter. This can be done by 
Including well-fertilized legumes and 
grasses regularly in the rotation and 
by returning manure and crop resi- 
dues to the soil. Legumes and 
grasses do a two-way soil building 
job. The deep-probing taproots of 
alfalfa and sweet clover do their 
soil-mellowing work in the heavy 
subsoils. Fitb roixs- rooted grasses 
such as brome or timothy open up 
tough surface soils and make them 
granular and porous. 



Good Pasture Cuts Milk, 
Beef Production Costs 

Since the time when man first 
began cultivation of the earth, grow- 
ing grass for pasture and hay has 
been one of his major projects. 
Only In recent years, however, have 
farmers learned the Importance of 
pasture as a way of cutting milk 
and beef production costs. It Is be 
coming one of the farmers main 
money crops. 

According to department of agri- 
culture reports, about two-thirds of 
the nation's land is now in grass. 
And some farm experts believe ■ 23 
per cent increase in the acreage Is 
justified for a more efficient type 
of agriculture even though greater 
crop production has been demanded 
of the nation's farms. 

With the nation demanding a 
greater production of beef, tha farm- 
er who has a good grass program 
will make more profit per acre in 
the coming year than was antici- 
pated in 1950.

The 
( average performance of all- World 
i War II servicemen was only eight 
I chin-ups. 

Follows Routine 

McCloy devotes an hour each day 

• to strenuous exercise, and plans to 
j continue this routine until advised 

by hla doctor to stop.

'be checked by* a physician befora 

.starting a program of exercise," ha 

wsrns 

! With all the benefits of modern 
science and medicine, there is no 
I reason for you to lose a large 
' amount of your strength and vitality 
with advancing age, McCloy main- 
tains. A man of 60 should have at 

• least 85 per cent as much vitality 
as one of 25, he says. 

"Most people should be healthy 
until they wear out," ha claims. 
"Some, however, are limited by bad 
hearts or other organs, but even 
these persons can be helped a littla 
by exercise. This exercise should 
be prescribed by a physician who 
has specialized In this field of medi- 
cine." 

The problem of keeping older per- 
sons In good physical condition will 
become a vital one In yeara to come, 
since the number of persons In our 
society over 65 years old is con- 
stantly Increasing. 

By 1980, McCloy points out, only 
55 per cent of the American .popula- 
tion will be within the wage-earning 
age group and about 40 to 45 per 
cent will, be supporting the entire 
society. This will include the 15 per 
cent who will be over 65, the 30 per 
cent younger than the wage-earning 
group and others who do not work 
for wages. 

Possible Remedy 

This unbalanced situation can ba 

This unbalanced situation can ba 
partially remedied by letting peo- 
ple continue on the job past the 
presently-established retirement 
age. Even if allowed to work only 
part-time, these persons would be- 
come an important part of the labor 
force and would not rely on society 
to support them, McCloy empha- 
sizes. 

That's where the benefits of exer- 
cise come in, as a means of prepar- 
ing for the yeara ahead. Besides 
helping to extend the span of use- 
ful, active life, it just makes you 
feel better In general to ba "in 
shape." And 90 per cent of all older 
persons can keep themselves In. 
good physical shape with propat 
exercise, McCloy asserts. 

Exercise should be made a part of 
your dally routine to be moat effec- 
tive, In McCloy' a opinion. He rec- 
ommends that it be done first thing 
In the morning, so a person can 
start the day feeling "sharp."

HAVANA, Cuba— The bulk of 
notion's imports, Sugar prosperity 
and "war scare" buying still 1 ' %rc 
keeping Havana's docka congested 
with commodities and full of a 
feverish air of commerce. 

Nearly a million tons of imports 
—94 per cent of Cuba's imports— re- 
cently presented shippers with a 
problem unprecedented in the 400- 
year history of the waterfront. Most 
of the imports come from the Unit- 
ed States. "Sugar money", derived 
from the island's great sugar indus- 
try, has brought about sharp de- 
mands for many consumer Item? 
from, America. New automobiles 
constitute a great part of the litter 
scattered around the bulging piers 
and the demand for driver's licenses 
1a Cuba has increased four-fold 
■ince the end of World War II. 

Harassed shipping officials man- 
age to handle all the scheduled 
ahlps plying In and out of the har- 
bor. Less frequent callers, however, 
are often delayed for days until 
pier accommodations can be ar- 
ranged. 

Exports present less of a problem 
than Imports. Principal export is, 
of course, sugar, of which Havana 
handles only about 39 per cent of 
the nation's total shlppage. The 
majority Is picked up at the smaller 
ports, or from the plantations. Im- 
ports are the main fly In the mud- 
idled ointment. Although attempts 
[to develop adequate ports elsewhere 
have been mode, the majority of im- 
j ports are assigned to the capital 
-city, so ships must still call there. 

Officials say that the port is one 
of the most expensive in the world. 
[The nearly 10,000 port employees 
earn an estimated $100 per week, 
considerably higher than salaries 
paid elsewhere fii the country. This 
fact, coupled with the regulation 
that importers have a ten-day limit 
in which to remove their imports 
from the docks— which calls for 
plenty of longshoremen to handle 
full piers— makes the prosperity ap- 
pear lasting.

Employers May Now 
Seek Deferments For 
Qualified Employees 

New Selective Service regulations 
permit d registrant, or his employer 
if qualified, to appeal a claim for 
occupational deferment to the ap- 
peal board having 'jurisdiction in 
the place where the man is employ- 
ed, instead of to his "home" appeal 
board which formerly had sole jur- 
isdiction in occupational cases. 

Colonel Paul G. Armstrong, State 
Selective Service Director, said that 
if a man is registered with an Il- 
linois local board but works in a 
defense plant In Pennsylvania, for 
example, he can have his case sub- 
mitted to the appropriate appeal 
board in Pennsylvania. However, 
he or any person entitled to do must 
request this transfer of appeal in 
writing at the time notice of appeal 
is filed with his local board. 

Only men seeking deferment on 
occupational grounds are affected 
by the new regulations, Colonel 
Armstrong said. This includes in- 
dustrial workers and farmers whose 
activities may be considered neces- 
sary to the maintenance of the na- 
tional health, safety, or interest.
